PayMENT FoR District Nurses AT OPERATIONS. 

Our attention has been drawn letter in 
the Manchester Evening News, from a local 
medical man, complaining that the Committee of 
the Ancoats, Bradford, and Clayton District 
Nurses’ Home ‘‘ have recently made a charge of 
5s. when a nurse attends at an operation.’’ In 
defence of the Committee’s action it is urged 
that, owing to the nurses being overworked, it 
was absolutely necessary either to increase the 
staff or reduce the work. Lack of adequate sub- 
scriptions rendered the former course impossible, 
and so it was resolved to make a charge for the 
nurses’ services at an operation, acting on the 
belief that if a patient can afford a surgeon’s fee 
he can also afford to make some small remunera- 
tion for the services of a nurse. The Committee 
assumed that cases unable to meet the expense 
of an operation at home would naturally go to 
hospital, and so their action would not press 
hardly on the poorest classes, which are the 
home’s first care. There appears to be a good 
deal to be said for this point of view, but with- 
out wishing to pass judgment on the merits of 
this particular controversy, the incident makes 
one feel—what we have often urged before— 
how desirable it is that district nursing asso- 
ciations should be worked on a provident basis

into patients with tuberculosis of the lungs would 
increase the blood-supply of the attected lung- 
tissue, and so tend to bring about its he aling ol 
absorption. Expe rience has shown that this is 
actually the case, and that in skilful hands Koch's 
Old Tubereulin (and several other analogous pre- 
parations made from tubercle bacilli or their cul- 
tures) accelerates the cure of consumption of the 
lungs. Many thousands of patients already have 
been cured of phthisis by the subcutaneous injec 
tion of these preparations, both on the Continent 
and in America, and many have received 
great benefit if not cure from the treatment In 
this country it has hardly been employed at all, 
largely in consequence of the distrust in tuber- 
culin that was aroused by certain disasters that 
followed its employment in the early days before 
its proper usage was understood But at the 
present time such distrust is unreasonable, and the 
tuberculin-treatment of phthisis ought to be given 
a fair trial, on the large scale, in this country as 
it is in others, 

It must be clearly understood that the tuber- 
culin treatment does not pretend to supplant the 
modern Open-Air treatment of consumption, but 
to supplement it. The open-air treatment, of 
course, includes many things besides fresh air, 
such as good feeding, rest, the use of graduated 
exercises, the avoidance of re-infection, and obedi 
ence to the dictates of hygiene and sanitation in 
general. The object of the open-air treatment is 
to place the patient, and the patient’s diseased 
lung-tissue in particular, under the general condi 
tions that are most favourable for the recovery of 
that tissue. The tuberculin treatment goes 
further than this, by acting specially upon the 
diseased tissue as a direct stimulus to its recovery 
It is therefore obvious that the tuberculin treat 
ment should be given as an adjunct to the open 
air treatment, and it is well that both should be, 
at any rate, begun in a sanatorium. 

Whatever the variety of tuberculin employed, 
the general outline of the treatment is the same 
The tuberculin is injected subcutaneously with 
aseptic precautions, sterile, and diluted with the 
4 per cent. carbolic acid solution as already de- 
scribed. The injections are best made during the 
morning hours; very small doses are given at first, 
the object being to inject just so much as can be 
borne without the production of any tuberculin 
reaction such as was described in the previous 
paper. The increased up to a certain 
maximum, which is different for each preparation, 
and as the amount augments the intervals between 
the injections are increased. Should any reaction 
occur, the quantity of the next inject ssened 
if the reaction was marked, or, if it was slight, 
is not increased At one time it was thought tha 
the amounts of tuberculin admin uld be 
regulated so as to produce a slight reaction after 
each injection; but this view has now been gener 
ally abandoned. It is now recognised that 
factory cures occur in patients in whom no re 
action at all has been provoked at any time.

It is contrary to all the laws of health 
that bedding should be neglected in this way, and 
certainly having mattresses pulled to pieces and 
‘stoved ’’’ is an expense which would be well 
worth incurring. These old mattresses, too, are 
often most uncomfortable, their contents resolv- 
ing themselves into lumps, which by no means 
conduce to the ease of the sleepe1 Much of the 
curiously fusty smell noticeabk in bedrooms 
which seem so airy is due to the condition of the 
beds. 

The best of all beds is a good hai 
box springs. Flock is also very good, but when 
you have the ordinary chain-springs a second 
mattress is an improvement 

In most, if not all, Continental countries beds 
are taken to pieces and the ticking washed The 
pulling of the contents of the mattresses i 
usually done in the open air, and that purifies 
them, the ticking being always washed. Much 
as I have travelled—and in out-of-the-way places 
—on the Continent, I have ever, come 
across a dirty bed, and for comfort there

FORMULA: Half an ounce of barley flour is made into a thick 
paste with a small quantity of cold water; more water is then 
added until it makes a pint. This is now boiled for twenty or 
thirty minutes and again made up to a pint with boiling water, 
and strained. To each half pint of this stock solution an egg- 
spoonful of VIROL should be added and one to two ounces of 


the mixture given every two hours.
